In some cases 
all the residents of an entire block spent 
the dark hours in one home, armed, ter- 
rorized and awaiting attacks expected to 
be made on their homes by the negroes 
imported from Alabama. 

All night the striking union miners, re- 
enforced by brother miners from other 
towns, armed with snotguns and rifies, 
paraded the streets, in some cases 
lay in ambush on housetops and in alleys 
awaiting the coming of the blacks from 
Springfield and Penwell stockades, who had 
announced their intention to march into the 
city and drive out the whites. But the 
deputy sheriffs were successful in keeping 
the negroes under control and within the 
stockades. Many shots were fired in the 
vicinity of the mines throughout the night, 
but with what resuits could not be ascer- 
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Madrid, September 30.—The cabinet has 
decided to authorize General Rios to grant 
reforms in the Viscayas islands on the lines 
demanded by the inhabitants and to con- !

At the point of guns, the min- 
ers compeiled the negroes to unload and 
started ta march them to Tower Hill to 
ship them back to Washington, Ind. The 
miners had handkerchiefs over their faces 
when they held up the train, which was 
delayed but a few moments. The sheriff's 
party started for Tower Hill to release the

“By orders issued some time previously, 
MacArthur's and Greene's brigades were 
Organized as the Second division of the 
Eighth army corps, Brigadier General 
Thomas M. Anderson commanding, and in 
anticipation of the attack, Genera] Ander- 
Son moved his headquarters from Cavite 
to the brigade camps and assumed direct 
command in the field. All the troops were 
in position on the 13th at an early hour in 
the morning. 

“About 9 a. m. on that day our fleet 
steamed forward from Cavite and before 
10 a. m. opened a hot and accurate fire 
of heavy shells and rapid-fire ®rojectiles 
on the sea flank of iNe Spanish intrench- 
ments at the powder magazine fort, and 
at the same time the Utah batteries, in po- 
sition in our trenches near the ‘Calle 
Real,” began firing with great accuracy. 
At 10:35 on a. prearranged signa] from our 
trenches that it was believed our troops 
eould advance, the navy ceased firing, and 
immediately a light line of skirmishers 
from the Colorado regiment of General 
Greene’s brigade passed over our trenches 
and deployed raplily forward, another Iine 
from the same regiment from the left 
flank of our earthworks advancing swift- 
ly upon the beach in open order. Both

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ed, but as they passed over the Spanish 
' works they were met by a sharp fire from 
@ second line, in the streets of Malate, 
by which a number of men were killed 
and wounded, among others the soldier 
who pulled down the Spanish colors still 
fying on the fort and raised our own. 

“The work of the second line soon gave 
way to the determined advance of Greene's 
troops, and that officer pushed his brigade 
rapidly through (Malate and over the 
bridges to occuny Binondo and San Miguel 
@s contemplated in his instructions. In 
the meantime the brigade of Genera] Mac- 
Arthur, advancing simultaneously on the 
Pasay, encountered a very sharp fire, 
coming from the blockhouses, trenches 
and woods in his front, positions which 
it was yery difficult to carry, owing to the 
sWampy condition of the ground on both 
Sides of the road and the heavy under- 
growth concealing the enemy. With much 
gallantry and excellent judgment on the 
Part of the brigade commander and the 
troops engaged, these difficulties were 
overcome with a minimum loss and Mac- 
Arthur advanced and held the bridges 
and the town of Malate as was contem- 
plated in his instructions. 

All But the Walled Town. 

“The city of Manila was now in our 
possession excepting the walled town, but 
shortly after the entry of our troops into 
Malate a white flag was displayed on the 
walls, 
A. Whittier, United States volunteers, o 
my staff, an@ Lieutenani Brumby, United 
States navy, representing Admiral Dewey, 
were sent ashore to communicate with 
the captain general. 

“In leaving the subject of the operations 
from the 13th, I desire -here_to record my 
appreciation of the admirable manner in 
which the orders for attack and the plan 
for occupation’ of the city were carried 
out by the troops exactly as contemplated.

He recognized my authority as 
military governor of the town of Manila 
and suburbs, and made professions of his 
willingness. to withdraw his troops to a 
line which I might indicate, but at the 
same time asking certain favors for him- 
self. The matters in this connection had 
not been settled at the date of my de- 
parture. Doubtless much dissatisfaction 
is felt by*the rank and file of the insur- 
gents that they have not been permitted to 
enjoy the occupancy of Manila, and there 
is some ground for trouble with them ow- 
ing to that fact, but notwithstanding many 
rumors to the contrary I am of the opin- 
jon that the leaders will be able to prevent 
serious disturbances, as they are suffi- 
ciently intelligent and educated to know 
that to antagonize the United States would 
be to destroy their only chance of future 
poiitical improvement. 

“I may add that.great changes for the 
better have taken plate’ in Manila since 
the occupancy of the city by the American 
troops.”* 

In conclusion, General Merritt declares 
his indebtedness for whe success of the ex- 
pedition to the brigade and division com- 
manders, the members of his staff and his 
personal aids.

Washington, September 30.—Representa- 
tive Cannon, of Illinois, with M. G. Ma- 
loney, of Ottawa, and Rev. Mr. Lewis, of 
Joliet, called on the president teday and 
made a strong request to have the Third 
Illinois regiment, now in Porto Rico, mus- 
tered out of service 

The president was unable to take this 
action, however, He said he wished he 
were able to have all the volunteers mus- 
tered out of service, but to comply with 
the frequent representations being made 
now would endanger the safety of the coun- 
try. He said it was impossible to reduce 
at this time the strength of the army in 
the islands; that General Brooke had vigo- 
rously protested against any further reduc- 
tion of force or against exchanging regi- 
ments On account of necessity of acclima- 
tization.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., September 30.—This afternoon at 
Camp Price the First Georgia regiment of 
volunteers had what was possibly its last 
dress parade of the Spanis 1-American 
war. The parade occurred within the mile 
track inclosure of Central City nark and 
Was reviewed by Governor Atkinson, who 
came from Atlanta today expressly for this 
purpose. The parade was simply perfect 
and the First Georgia and its gallant com- 
mander, Colonel Lawton, are the toast of 
the town tonight. The parade commenced 
promptly at 4 o’clock and despite the driz- 
zliing rain that had been falling all e@ay, 
there was an immense multitude, including 
thousands of ladies, tu witness the parade. 
Soon after the parade commenced the rain 
ceased, to the delight of the crowd, and 
the pleasure of the soldiers. The evoilu- 
tions and maneuvers of the regiment won 
| the admiration and applause of the mass 
of spectators, and it was the unanimous 
verdict that there is no regiment in the 
volunteer army of the United States the 
superior of the First Georgia. Colonel 
Lawton has every reason to be proud of 
the splendid showing made by his regiment 
this afternoon, for it certainly reflected 
great credit on its mddel commander. 

Tie regimental band played magnificent- 
ly and the soldiers were furnished perfect 
music by which to march. 

Governor Atkinson was delighted with 
the beautiful parade of the First Georgia, 
and showered tributes of highest praise 
upon the First Georgia and its officials. 
In reviewing the regiment Governor Atkin- 
son was attended by Lieutenant Colonel 
Lee Happ, of Macon; Lieutenant Colonel 
Thomas, of Augusta; Lieutenant Colonel 
Neel, of Fort Valley, of his staff, and State 
Assistant Adjutant General Obear, of Geor- 
gia: Colonel Oscar Brown, of the Second 
Georgia, and Captain ~—— of the Tenth 
United States cavalry. Colonel Happ was 
the governor’s aide.

His letter states that he passed through 
St. Simon’s soung all right*and thar the 
boat had just entered an imlet known as 
the One Mile cut ween the, leak was dis- 
covered. He says that the boat is lying on 
her port side and that she can easily be 
raised. He has chartered a tug boat and a 
lighter and is removing the cargo, which is 
only slightly damaged. It is thought that 
all of it can be eaved. 

Captain Tupper, an experienced hand at 
raising wrecks, says that he can raise tne 
boat in a few hours and have it al] right. 

Several letters have been received from 
Brunswick today and there are many who 
think that the boat struck «a snag, as the 
tide was very low when the boat entered 
the inlet. President Smith, of the naviga- 
ion company, will leave for the scene of the 
wreck tonight and will assist Captain 
Hathaway in getting the boat raised. This 
can probably be done in a few hours. 

Several merchants who hei gonds on the 
boat were.seen this morning and thcey said 
that the wreck was entirely accid*ntal and 
that they would continue to ship their 
goods by the boat. President Smith says 
that the captain wag in no way to blame 
and that it is his opinion. that the boat 
must have struck a snag. It was very 
heavily loaded, but it could have easily 
carried amother ton, 

The cargo was insured for $3,000. 


Vineville Merchants Fight. 

W. H. Reynolds was released this after- 
noon on $30 bond to stand trial for nis 
assault on Max Pintchuck last night. The 
two men keep stores at the Vineville 
branch. Pintchuck sold Reynolds a bottle 
of cologne for $1.50 and Reynolds expos@ 
the same for. sale, when a government of- 
ficial discovered that the bottle had no rev- 
enue stamp on it and condemned the co- 
logne, whereupon Reynolds refused to pay 
Pintchuck for the cologne.

NO SUCCESSOR FOR MISS DAVIS. 


Gordon Says There Can Be But One 
Daughter of Confederacy. 
Reynolds, Ga., September 30.—General 
John B. Gordon, commander-in-chief of the 
United Confederate Veterans, who is at 
his plantation near .here resting and at 
intervals pursuing his literary work, was 
shown the Associated Press dispatch from 
Chicago in which Miss Lucy Lee Hill 
claims to have had the title ‘‘Daughter 
of the Confederacy’’ conferred upon her 
by her southern friends since the death of 

Winnie Davis. 

‘‘Emphatieally, no! Miss Winnie was the 
only daughter of President Davis born in 
the confederate white house during the life 
of the confederacy. As Jefferson Davis was 
the only president of the confederaie gov- 
ernment, no daughter of any other official 
could truly represent the confederacy. For 
that reason it would not be appropriate to 
call even the daughter of General Robert 
E. Lee the ‘Daughter of the Confederacy.’ 
To designate any one else as ‘Daughter 
of the Confederacy’ would not only be in- 
appropriate and meaningless, but would de- 
prive the title of all its value. 

“In the very nature of the case no one 
except Wiss Minnie Davis is entitied to 
be called the ‘[C ughter of the Confed- 
eracy.’ That titie was unique and pecu- 
liarly her own and is very properly to be 
placed upon her tomb. To designate any 
one else by that title would: be almost a 
sacrilege. 

“As with Jefferson Davis passed the title 
of president of the confederacy, so with 
Miss Winnie has passed that of ‘Daugh- 
ter of the Confederacy.’ ”’

MANILA IS NOT UNHEALTHY. 


Admiral Dewey Reports Upon Health 
of Army and Navy. 
Washington. September 3.—Secretary 
Long today made public a shart extract 
from Admiral Dewey’s last report in which, 
while. dealing with the general climatic 
conditions of the Philippines, for the infor- 
mation of the government, he says of the 

sailors-and troops: 

‘‘As Luzon is the farthest north of the 
large islagds its climate is naturally the 
most temptrate. In this connection it may 
be mentioned that out of a force of over 
2.000 on the ships of my squadron the num- 
ber of men on the sick list at any time has 
not exceeded forty, nor has there been «ny 
considerable sickness among our trcops on 
shore, though they were much exposed for 
three weeks in the trenches during the 
rainy season. As a matter of fact Munila 
is far from. being an unhealthy city and 
the climate is as fine as that of any p-ace 
in the tropics ’”’

THREW HIS WIFE 
FROM A TRESTLE 


Attempt of Aberdeen Woodruff To Mur- 
der His Spouse. 


A WOMAN’S THRILLING STORY 


Says Her Husband Enticei Her To 
Follow Him To Trestle. 


THE SCOUNDREL THEN BOUND HER HANDS 


Tied a Weight Around Her Neck and 
Threw Her Into River—Her 
Narrow Escape. 


Brunswick, Ga., September 30.—(Special.) 
Aberdeen Woodruff, a negro, enticed his 
wife on a trestle today, bound her hands, 
. tied an iron weight around her neck and 
threw her bodily in the river. By almost 
miraculous struggles she escaped the 
watery grave intended for her and to- 
night reached Brunswick in a terrible con- 
dition. Her story was heard and a war- 
rant being issued for Woodruff, Deputy 
Sheriff Taylor will go out tomorrow and 
hunt him up. It seems that Woodruff and 
his ‘wife quarreled frequently. Today he 
became unusually wrought up and forced 
the woman to walk with him down the rail- 
road track. When on the river trestle at 
the six-mile crossing the negro geized his 
wife and bound her hands with a leather 
strap He then fished out a heavy iron 
weight, tied this around her neck and 
threw ther head first to the water, thirty 
feet below. Her struggles while in his 
arms locsened both the strap and weight, 
and when she sank to the bottom the Wo- 
man, in some manner, broke loose from her 
bonds. The water was only about six 
feet deep where she struck, and grabbing 
a piling she worked herself to the bank. 

The would-be wife murderer had in the 
meantime fled the scene, confident the 
body would never rise again. The woman 
remained in the woods until dark, through 
fear of his finding her again, and tonight 
came to town and tola her story.

The po- 
lice suspect that it was in a fight over a 
game of cards, and that Loyd was making 
his way home after the difficulty when his 
strength failed, and he sank down in the 
streec. 


SQUAW MEN MUST GO. 


Twenty Thousand White Men Ordered 
Out of the Indian Territory. 
Wichita, Kas., September 30.—Twenty 
thousand white men, who have been mar- 
ried into the five civilized tribes of Indians, 
have been ordered to leave Indian Terri- 

tory. 

The Dawes commission, now in session 
in Ardmore, I, T., created a sensation in 
Indian Territory by issuing orders that all 
intermarried white men were intruders and 
would have to leave Indian Territory. In- 
dian Agent Wisdom will comply with the 
orders of the commission and have his 
mounted police to eject them. 

For the last twenty-five years white men 
have been going into the territory and mar- 
rying Indian women and settling on the 
lands of the Indians, Every year the num- 
ber increased, until at present there are 
about twenty thousand. They have families 
and are settled upon nearly one-third of 
the good land there. About fifty thousand 
half-blood Indian children have been born 
to them, and they comprise a large por- 
tion of the territory’s population. 

White intermarried men were allowed 
citizenship under Indian laws and voted 
and held offices. Their rights were never 
questioned until last fall, when the Dawes’ 
commission declared they had no right to 
share the lands. The “squaw men,’’ as they 
are called, organized an association for 
the purpose of fighting this order, but 
ha've never pushed it, as they thought the 
orders would not be enforced. 

The commission, of which Former Sen- 


ator Dawes, of Massachusetts, is chair- 
man, arrived recently from Washington 
and convened in the Chickasaw nation. 

Their first official orders were to declare 
all “squaw men” intruders. Mounted po- 
lice are to be called into service to eject 
these men, who declare they will fight un- 
til death before being separated from their 
families and lands. _ 

If the white.men are run out of their 
homes, which the authorities declare they 
will be, the wives will have to remain with 
their children to hold the land until allot- 
ment is made to them. 


Augusta Wants a Camp. 
Augusta, Ga., September 30.—(Special.)— 
Mayor Walsh, Congressman Fleming and 
President Dyer, of the electric railway, 
left for Washington today as a committee 
to urge the gelection of Augusta as a win- 
ter camp for soldiers. Augusta is quite 


hopeful of success in the matter.

VERSION OF GROVES’S PARTY ' 
| 


The Smith Story Has Already Been 
Made Public.., 


NOW COMES STATEMENT OF OTHER PARTY 


‘Widow’s Son Objected to a Young 
Man’s Love for His Mother—De- 
velopments Which Follow, 


Lincolnton, Ga., September 30.—(Special.) 
As one side of the shooting affray that oec- 
curred last Saturday evening between J. 
L. and L. K.*Smith on the one side and 
Dr. J. M. Caldwell and Mr. Coleman 
Groves on the other, has been made pub- 
lic, your correspondent has sought and 
obtained ‘fron’ the other participants their 
version of the same. 


Dr. Caldwell Taiks. 


Dr. Caldwell was seen at the residence 
of Mr. C. L. Groves, of this place, where 
he has been since his eventful meeting 
with the Smiths, which came near costing 
him his Hfe. The doctor, while not dan- 
gerously or -seriously hurt, has some 
forty gunshot wounds in different parts 
of his body, fired at close range, which 
tests the accuracy of the firers and show- 
ed that they shot to kill. 

The shooting was directly 
of the whipping bestowed upon L. K. 
Smith by Messrs. C. L. Groves, J. CC. 
Groves and Dr. Caldwell the first of the 
year. - Much feeling has existed between 
the parties since, and especially bitter 
Was the feeling of the Smiths against 
Caldwell. It is known. that Mr. J. L 
Smith, father of the man who was 
whipped, had repeatedly stated that he 
would kill Caldwell- on sight and = from 
the general appearance of things lost 
no time in attempting to execute his 
threat last Saturday, when he saw Cald. 
well for the first time. 

Dr. Caldwell was disinclined to talk un- 
til he was shown the report published in 
some of the papers, when he made the 
statement below. The two reports ‘differ 
materially in several points, as wil] be seen 
from a comparison. As for as the impu- 
tation that they moved their hands “or 
made any gestures to Mr. Smith’s daugh- 
ters, who were on the veranda when they 7 
passed. Mr. Smith's home, is indignantly 
denied both by the doctor and Mr. Groves. 
It is understood that the ladies in question 
also say this’is untrue. 

Did Not Dream of Danger. 

When Dr. Caldwell was asked if he 
knew of the threats madé against his life 
by Mr. Smith and if he expected trouble 
if he went to Washington, said that he did 
not and did not dream that he was in 
danger unti] he was suddenly halted and 
fired upon. He stated that his visit to 
Washington was purely’ a business one, 
gnd one which:demanded his attention at 
once, as he would only be in Lincoln sev- 
eral days and did not know when he would 
have an opportunity or going to Wash- 
When questioned if he saw 


the outcome 


ington again. 
the Messrs. Smith in Washington Satur- 
day he said that he did not Know any 
of the Smiths but: Kossie. and therefore 
did not know. He did not see Koasie 
there, and the report fhat Kossie Smith 
was in Washington on that day is also 
incorrect. 

As will be seen from Dr. Caldwell’s 
statement, he speaks out plainly and Says 
that the affair of last Saturday was a 
premeditated attack upon his life. noth- 
ing more and nothing less. He says that 
there was no accidental meeting about it 
ana that the Smiths were posted on the 
roaag 3 kill him as he went by. What 
gives *r to the-doctor’s story and cor- 
roboratt§ ‘t in part is that it is known 
that Kod ith, who resides here. left 
Lincolnto "fter Caldwell and Groves 
for his fa Stating that Caldwell 
would never k ’ alive. This in con- 
nection with Suits. rticipation in the 


shootings eel stantiate that part 
of Caldwell’s sie that the attack’ 
was a premeditat 

Mr. Groves Talks. 

Mr. Coleman Groves. who was with 
Caldwell, was also seen and h's version 
of the shooting is in the main the same 
as Caldwell’s, He was thrown from the 
buggy soon after the firing began and es- 
caped unhurt. Caldwell’s wounds were 
made from a gun loaded with No. 2 shot. 
Both he and Mr. Groves positively assert 
that the person who fired the gun was 
concealed-in the bushes by the roadside. 
as no one was in the road but Mr. Smith 
when they were halted and during the 
firing. 7 

Caldwell stood his ground‘ bravely and 
emptied his revolver at Smith, the elder, 
who also used a pisto)]. One of his shots 
took effect in Smith’s breast just below the 
left nipple, making a dangerous wound. 
Caldwell was still bleeding when he reach- 
ed Lincolnton, having driven fourteen 
miles in his wounded condition. His left 
arm was rendered useless and his right 
thigh was full of shot. The doctors who 
attended Cakiwell say that two discharges 
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from a gun took effect in him and evi- 
dently tired from «ali gte rent sides of the 
road. This ts in diréct conflict with the 
report published in The Chronicle, where it 
is claimed that only one charge from a 
gun was fired, but concerning this Cald- 
well’s phsician and everybody who has 
made an examination of the wounds are 
positive. Persons who \are familiar 
with the scene of the trouble 
declare that it was impossible for Kossie 
Smith to have jdeft his father’s house as 
Caldwell and Groves’ were passing and be 
present at che shooting. He would have 
had to make a detour of some- distance hao 
else come up from the rear and passed the 
buggy. The first is a physical impossibility, 
these jersons élaim, ‘while the other is 
also very improbable, as he would have - 
been seen by the occupants of the ping 
His presence there can only be accounted 
for by -his being stationed there betore- 
hand. ; 

Following is Caldwell’s statement: 

‘Mr Coleman Groves and myself were 
in Washington Saturday on business. On 
our wiy back to Lincolnton in the after- 
neon and after passing Mr. Smith’s house 
some several hundred yards, - Saw a. 
eentleman standing in the road. We were 
almost’ on him before I saw’ him and Mr. 
Groves said: ‘There’s old man Smith. At 
this time we saw him motion ape speak 
to some one who, was’ concea ed from 
our view. Almost at the same moment he 
steoped more directly in the road and com- 
manded us to hait, leveling his revolver 
at us as ne-spoke. At this I said: ‘You 
had better halt yourself,’ and reached for 
my gun, when Smith fired point blank, 
missing. It was at this time I think that 
Mr. Groves was thrown from the bugeéy. 
I was standing and had probably fired at 
Smith once or twice, he all the time en- 
deavoring to keep the gorse between him- 
self and I. Suddenly pulling the horse to 
one side I had better aim, and fired again. 
It was this, the third shot, that I think 
struck Smith, as I saw his countenance 
suddenly pale. It was at this juncture that 
some one whom I could not see fired at 
me from the right of the road, the’ load 
(it being from a gun), lodging in my right 
thigh mostly. This charge brought me to 
the seat. but immediately turning to fire 
the last chamber of my revolver at Smith, 
who by this time I had passed, I. wass 
again the recfpient-of a load of shot, which 
entered my left .arm, rendering it useless, 
and some of the shot passing through and 
taking effect in my right. 

Was Badly Wounded. _ 

“Still I could not see who it was that fired 
the gun, as the bushes along the road 
were, pretty thick. By this time I had 
cleared the ambuscade and my horse, hav- 
ing been slightly shot and at all times a 
nervous one, became so frightened that in 
mv wounded condition I ‘could not manage 
her. After going some distance I did some- 
what check her up ana turned to learn 
something of my friend, Mr. Groves. I did 
not see anything of him, but I did see a 
person run out to the road and down it 
for several paces, firing a pistol in my 
direction. This man I had ‘not seen during 
the exchange of shots between old Smith 
and I, but recognized him to be Kossie 
Smith, of Lincointon. His shots went wide 
of the mark and he soon became disgusted 
with his marksmanship and quit firing. 

“My revolver being empty and not being 
able to see anything of my comrade, Mr. 
Groves, I made a hasty ride of it for Lin- 
exInton. My wounds were bleeding freely 
and giving me considerable pain. I Knew 
that I could tot in my condition defend 
myself if I was followed. 

“T had no intimation that 
in danger until Mr. Groves 
suddenly halted and fired 
old. gentweman Smith and the parties in 
ambush. I do rot Know how many were 
hid in the endiotasanartll along the -road, 
but do remember <Gistinctly receiving two 
loads of shot, as they were fired at differ- 
ent times. As for Kossie- Smith running 
from the house as Groves and myself 
passed to the shooting is most assuredly 
untrue. He-was undoubtedly the party that 
old Smith spoke to and motioned to just 
befcre commandine us to halt. No, that 
was merely a fancy play of Kossie Smith's 
in which he tries to defend himself against 
my attempted assassination... They were 
there to kill me’ and by them not all com- 
ing out in the road like the old gentleman 
shows that they tried to assassinate me 
as well.

‘My visit to Washington Saturday was 
purely a business one. I did not see any 
of the Smiths, not being acquainted with 
Mr. J. L. Smith and his son Henry. If I 
had apprehended danger I would not have -: 
run into it as I did. I wish to deny :.most 
emphatically the charge that either Mr. 
Groves or I waved our hands or motioned 
in anw manner whatever to the young la- 
dies on Mr. Smith’s veranda. That is an- 
other romantic idea of some one who is 
trving to give color to his tale. 

“The shooting occurred between 4 and 
4:30. o’clock in the afternoon and lasted 
only a few seconds. Mr. Smith was the 
aggressor and meant to kill me and I 
him. That’s about all there'is to it.’”

The outcome of the New York demo- 
cratic convention shows that there are 
‘moments in the history of a party when 
the bosses are compelled to get out of 
the way.

Some of the bosses didn’t 
have time to get out of the way, and 
others resented the reform as a person- 
al insult.

The chairman of the Woodward meet- 
ing at Hibernian hall Thursday night 
opened fhe ball, according to- all ac- 
counts, by making a short address com- 
posed entirely of adverse criticism of 
The Constitution based on what he 
termed “The Constitution’s fight on Mr.

empire has felt in some. measure the 
benefit of the influence thus shed 
abroad. Before the advent of Christian 
missionaries into China ex-Minister Den- 
by states that the bulk of the empire’s 
population was densely ignorant, but 
that today, through the agency of these 
anointed gospel teachers, better cundi- 
tions prevail. In brief, he declares 
that the Christian religion has eccom- 
plished vast results in China. What 
makes the prospect for the future ex- 
ceedingly bright and hopeful is the fact 
that there is today no part of the em- 
pire into which Christian missi n:ries 
cannot go. This has not always been 
the case. Ex-Minister Denby says that 
at present Christian missionaries have 
more privileges in China than foreign 
merchants. He says that foreign mer- 


‘chants can establish themselves only 
in one or more of the thirty-five treaty 
‘ports, but that every port is open to 
‘Christian missionaries. 


In view of this 
testimony, is it foolish to hope, despite 
the antiquity of the religion of China 
and the hold which it has upon its wor- 
shipers, that the day will at length come 
when the Christian religion will dom- 
inate the empire? 

Ex-Minister Denby since returning 
home has been appointed to serve on 
the commission charged with the in- 
vestigation of the war department. He 
is one of the most intelligent and useful 
of our public men, and never shrinks 
from the performance of any duty which 
he is called upon to discharge. What 
he says in regard to China will not be 
without its stimulating effect upon 
Christian people in the United States. 
Ofttimes depression and discouragement 
settle upon ClHristian people because 
they cannot.see any immediate results 
from the contributions and efforts which 
they devote to the cause of the gospel 
in foreign fields, and they need such 
encouragement as comes from ex-Min- 
ister Denby. 


Electric Street Railway Systems. 

Europe is indebted to the United 
States for the electric street railway 
systems: which are today in operation 
on that continent, as well as for such 
other achievements of science as the tel- 
ephone, the telegraph and the electric 
light. 

Ten years ago locomotion by means 
of electricity was almost unknown in 
Europe, “but today fhere are not less 
than 204 lines of electric street railways 
in Europe, operating 4,514 motor cars 
and covering 1,422 miles of track. 

Germany heads the list of European 
countries which have adopted electric 
street railway systems. More than half 
of the mileage of all the systems com- 
bined is in Germany, where there are 
707 miles of track and 2,493 motor cars 
in. use. Next comes France, with 246 
miles of track and 664 motor cars; and 
next Great Britain, with 97 miles of 
track and 252 motor cars. 

Grouping the other countries together 
the figures are as follows: Switzerland, 
91 miles of track and 237 motor cars; 
Italy, 81 miles of track and 211 motor 
cars; Austria-Hungary, 66 miles of 
track and 243 motor cars; Belgium, 43 


miles of track and 107 motor cars. Sys- - 


tems have likewise been started in re 
cent years in Spain, Russia, Norway 
and Sweden, Servia, Bosnia, Roumania, 
Holland and Portuga’. 

We are not able to give the figures for 
the United States on account of the 
rapid manner in which electric street 
railway systems have sprung up over 
the country in recent months; but there 
are few towns of any size or respecta- 
bility in the United States which have 
not attested their enterprise by con- 
structing electric street railway systems. 
With complacent satisfaction, the Unit- 
ed States can view the world-wide prog- 
ress which she has stimulated in this 


respect,

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Sentiment is rapidly crystalizing through- 
out the country in favor of the complete 
reorganization of the military system of 
the government. Such conservative news- 
papers ag The Springfield Republican and 
The Detroit Free Press warmly advocate 
some radical change. Indeed, The Spring- 
field Republican boldly affirms that un- 
trained men should never again be given 
commissions to move, shelter, clothe and 
feed soldiers of the United States army. 
This same newspaper insists, that experi- 
enced men ghould be regularly employed 
for this purpose and that the military sys- 
tem of the government should be so fre- 
orginized as not only to insure uniformity 
of discipline between state and national 
establishments, but also to be constantly 
in possession of experienced men for the 
above named purposes. We quote the fol- 
lowing expression. of opinion from The 
Detroit Free Press, in which that news- 
paper takes the position that politics even 
more than ignorance is accountable for 
many of the blunders recently committed 
with such unhappy consequences and that 
politics must be eliminated from army mat- 
ters, Says this newspaper: “The tempta- 
tion which the filling of thousands of army 
offices afforded was too great to be re- 
sisted. The president and his secretary of 
war yielded to it when the sons of great 
men, callow and inexperienced youths, 
though they were, were allowed to be 
placed over the heads of their trained and 
well-qualified elders. Governors of states 
yielded to.it when they paid political debts 
by their appointments of volunteer officers. 
State militia authorities to it when they 
resented the secretary of war’s proposition 
to place regular army officers in command 
of the volunteer regiments. Finally, con- 
gressmen fairly tumbled over each other 
in their eagerness to secure desirable ap- 
pointments for influential constituents. It 
will be remembered that a biil was intro- 
duced into congress by Representative Hull 
authorizing the administration to accept 
the services of experienced army officers 
on the retired list, many of whom had 
patriotically offered their aid to the gov- 
ernment in its emergency. But no, this 
would not serve the political purposes of 
congress, and the bill was killed by the 
committee on military affairs, to which it 
had been referred. The only way in which 
we can avoid a repetition of the miscon- 
duct of our armies in case We again »ne- 
come involved in war is to reorganize our 
military system on the latest and most ap« 
proved lines of the science of warfare, and 
to absolutely eschew ‘politics’ in its admin- 
istration. e do not require a large stand- 
ing army, but we do need a theroughly 
modernized, unified system capable of 
standing any strain that may be put upon 
it. Upon such a system, free from the 
balefui influences of the spoilsmen, we 
must hereafter depend,”’ rg 
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The unanimity with which the action of 
the democratic state executive committee 
and of Chairman duBignon m making up, 


the state ballot has been approved, since 
the attack made upon them a few. days 
ago, has served to practically end the con- 
troversy which those who were not suited 
with the ticket started.

‘Mr. King did not care to ga into the mat- 
ter very deeply, He said that his associates 
on the sub-committee had been Judge B. 8. 
Miller, of Columbus, and Hon. Horace 
Holden, of Cartersville, with whom he 
had discussed the preparation of the ballot 
fully. Said Mr. King: 

“It was only after careful consultation 
with leading democrats that the ticket was 
prepared, and we did not disagree as to its 
maké-up at all. I consulted many promi- 
nent party leaders, including a majority 
of the candidates, and I did not hear any 
expression of objection. Judge Miller point- 
ed out a slight error in the wording of the 
proposition to amend the constitution so as 
to elect the judges and solicitors of the 
superior court by the people, which is the 
subject of the present controversy, and the 
change was made before I handed the com- 
pleted ballot to Chairman duBignon. I do 
not kaow why, at this late date, the com- 
mittee should be criticised, and I have talk- 
ed with many democrats since the first 
interview on the subject was printed with- 
out finding one who did not say_that we 
would have been guilty of gross. injustice 
had we not given our own voters an op- 
portunity to vote. We had no power to 
dictate to the county committees, and 
nothing was further from our minds than 
to do it. We recognized that as demo- 
crats and honest men it was our duty to 
present both sides.”’

Berlin is livelier and more interesting 
than ever, and like several other cities 
of northern Europe, is having something 
very like a real estate boom. Prices have 
gone up, business is flourishing, building is 
active and demand good. Beautiful public 
buildings and monuments are being»exten- 
sively erected everywhere. 


The emperor says he’ will make it the; 


most beautiful city in Europe, and in the 
opinion of many, he has already done so. 

It has the best municipal administration, 
the best police system, the finest hotels, 
theaters, operas and concerts and is of more 
interest to the traveler who wishes to be 
amused than any city’ in Europe. It is 
today what Paris was-during the emplre. 
It reminds me very much of what Paris 
was at that time. 

It is the brightest, liveliest night city on 
the continent. The people seem never to 
go home. At midnight the streets are full— 
the cafes, restaurants, concert halls and 
gardens are crowded; street cars, omnibus- 
es and cabs are as plentiful as at midday 
and just as much patronized. Stores on 
many of the prominent streets do not close 
until after that time. With the exception 
of the “gay Rialto in New York,’’ there’s 
nothing that touches it. 


They tell a skit on the emperor here 
which isn’t bad and which many will ap- 
preciate. In a conversation between an 
American travéler and a citizen the Amer- 
ican spoke of him as that damn fool’ em- 
peror. Just then a policeman touched him 
on the shoulder and said, ‘Come along.” 

‘‘What for?’ asked the American. 

‘For speaking disrespectfully of his royal 
majesty,’’ said the bobbie, : 
“Hold on,” said the American, “I wasn’t 
“talking about your emperor; I. meant the 
emperor of Ausfria.”’ 

“Don't: you cry to trifle with me, young 
mean,’ said the policeman, “we all know 
who you mcant There’s only one damn 
fool emperor. Come along.”’ 

There is really no feeling among. the 
German people against Americans. They 
are onty sorry Uthat more of them have not 
come over this year; as business in gene- 
ral and some very prominent watering 
places have suffered quite perceptibly this 
summer by their absence. 

Living here is cheaper and better for 
the price paid than.in uny city of like size 
in the world, 

One can.:ive very respectable and corn- 
fortably for a dollar a day, i. e.: room 
and three meals in restaurants or cafes, 
and in a pension for considerably less, 

Street car fares range from 1 cent and 
a@ quarter: to three times that amount, 
and cabs are furnished with a machine 
called a taxemerer, which records the dis- 
tance, for whidh you pay 15 cents per mile 
rate. 

These cheap rates for cabs are also in 
vogue in St. Petersburg and Moscow, but 
theirs aré the only charges that are cheap, 
everything else being from two to ten 
times as high as in Berlin. 

At the Aquarium here yesterday I heard 
My name called, and turning around shook 
hands with our former fellow citizen, Mr. 
F. -W. Miller, who is representing a New 
York firm in Russia. He seemed in ex- 
cellent health and spirits and sent his best 
regards to bis Atlanta friends. 

If you are interested in an exhibition 
of wealth beyond the dreams of avarice, 
expended in churches, palaces and shrines, 
St. Petersburg should be the Mecca to 
which you should wander, and thence to 
Moscow. There are 1,600 churches and 
shrines in Moscow alone, which fairly

The Strange Ship. 

Editor Constitution—While it is always 
the unexpected that happens, it is unusual 
even for individuals to stumble upon tue 
identical means for the accomplishment of

Mr. Maxwell was born in this city and 
graduated at Clemson college. He is a son 
of Colone} J. D. Maxwell, a prominent citi- 
zen of Anderson. Through the influence of 
Senator Tillman he was appointed elec-

On her bows and stern, In bold letters, 
was the name “Cyndia,” but there were no 
colors indicating her nationality and she 
Wis aS silent as the grave. These facts 
were reported to the custom house offi- 
c ais, who proceeded at once to board and 
investigate her, Searching the decks 
everything was found in perfect order and 
further investigation reveaied the fact that 
She was heavily laden with guns, and just 
such guns as were needed for our auxiliary 
cruisers, while not a living soul ‘cou:d be 
found upon her, nor was_ there found a 
paper or book indicating from whence she 
came. The vessel and cargo were, of 
course, confiscated and bécame the pruperty 
of this government. The guns were placed 
upon our auxillary cruisers and the vessel 
was manned and placed iu service ag a sup- 
ply ship. 

Mr. Maxwell related these facts itn this 
city shortly before his departure for Sche- 
nectady, N. Y., and insists that they are 
absolutely true, and they are believed. 

If they be true they form a.unique part 
of the history of the Spanish-American 
war, and if they have aever befora been 
published there must be others connected 
with these which will be highly interesting 
when to!d.

Says He Would Not Change a Single 
Vote He Cast During His Career 
in the City Council.

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“AMES G. WOODWARD, CANDIDATE 
for mayor, held a meeting in the fourth 
ward last night in the hall corner Auburn 
avenue and Old Wheat street. There were 
seventy-five people present. 

He was introduced by Mr, George Beach- 
am. Wen Mr. Woodward began he was 
loudly cheered, and was often interrupted 
by applause. He began by stating he did 
not believe in going into office by premises, 
which, he said, were never made to be 
carried out. “When we get in,’ said he, 
“‘we do as we please.’’ 

He thought the manufacturing interests 
of the city should be encouraged; he want- 
ed all the vacant storerooms filled; he 
wanted to give employment to all the 
unemployed. He had nothing to say 
against his opponent, preferring rather to 
conduct a campaign on higher principles. 

In reference to the liquor agitation -and 
the questions put to him as to whether, if 
elected, he would veto any measure look- 
ing to a change in the present regulations, 
he stated the had answered all questions he 
thought were necessary. H was opposed 
to changing the present regulations now, 
but did not state what policy he would pur- 
sue if elected. He said he wanted to avoid 
the discussion of the liquor traffic, as it 


was injurious to the commercial interests, 


and that his past record on this subject ' 


would speak for itself. He said if he had 


answered the questions put to him it might , 


have seemed arbitrary in him—that the peo- 
ple might think he was trying to rule the 
‘‘whole business.”’ 

He thought The Constitution had been 
treating him unfairly because it had pub- 


‘lished. certain’ portions of his communica- 


tions in capital letters, leaving the 
other portions ‘‘in obscurity,’’ as 
he called — it, in plain type. He 
acknowledged he was not a church mem- 
ber, but had ‘as big a heart in him as any- 
body, and always tried to remember the 
golden rule. 

In speaking of this past record in council, 
he stated his course had the approval of 
his conscience,, and that he would not, if 
he could, change a single vote he has yet 
cast during his connection with the city 
government. ait 

At this juncture a voice from the crowd 
yelled: ‘‘Blessed is he who has been faith- 
ful over little things, for he shall be 
mayor.” 

Alluding to the 
ownership of an electric light plant Mr. 
Woodward stated he had been for munici- 
pal ownership before Mr. Martin knew 
what municipal ownership-meant; that he 
had worked for municipal ownership years 
ago. He stated his views had not changed, 
and that this statement was _ sufficient 
answer to the question whether, of elected, 
he would work and vote for the municipal 
ownership of a plant. It would be dema- 
goguery, he said, to answer the question 
any other way He said that the erection 
of a plant meant a reduction in the salar- 
ies of the school teachers, firemen, -poiice- 
men and city employees generally, stating 
he was opposed to any such reductions. 

He roundly roasted Judge Hillyer, of the 
“smelling committee,” as he called it, and 
also paid his respects to Captain Brother- 
ton. In referring to the request of Captain 
Brotherton for him to name a manager or 
clerk that was incompetent to serve, Mr. 
Woodward stated he could not do it. He 
believed all were honest men, but felt “‘that 
his business would be safer if he was bet- 
ter represented.”’ 

After Mr. Woodward had concluded, Mr. 
W. H. Patterson and Mr. N. B. Austin 
spoke in Mr. Woodward's favor. Several 
other candidates were ‘present, and the 
meeting adjourned shortly before 10 o'clock, 
Welch Says He Was Misunderstood. 

The statement was made in The Consti- 
tution yesterday morning that Mr. James 
Welch stated that the members of the 
church were ‘supporting Mr. Martin. He 
says that he did not make this statement, 
and that he spoke on the subject as 
follows:

THE BOARD OF HEALTH MET IN 
regular session at the city hall yesterday 
afternoon. Dr. Alexander, the .president, 
was ill and Dr. Benson, secretary, pre- 
sided. Several matters of importance were 
considered at the session. 

The secretary announced he had rece!v¥ed 
communications from the health authori- 
ties of Mississippi and Louisiana stating 
they were mse to the quaraniine 
regulations a@®pted at the Atlanta conven- 
tion several months ago. The ‘cal 
thorities have been jin toubt as 
course that would be pursued in case of an 
epidemic by the other cities, and now that 
other localitiaa have manifested: a wiiling- 
ness to conform to the regulations. the 
local board of health will do the same. 

It seems to be the opinion of the mem- 
bers, however, that there will be no great 
spread of the disease this vear. It is al- 
ready too late for a danzgerdus epidemic, 
and what few cases have already appeared 
the authorities seem to have under control. 
While no definite action was taken yester- 
day afternoon, yet it is anders‘tood that if 
the occasion should arise Atlanta will do 
her part toward conforming to the regula- 
tions adopted at the convention here. 

Dr. Benson stated that other cities were 
charging between 10 and 25 cents for health 
certificates and wanted the opinion uf the 
members as to whether Atlanta should in- 
stitute such a rule. It was unanimously 
decided to continue issuing the certificates 
free of charge. Quite a large number of 
certificates are being issued every day from 
the board of health office in the chamber 
of commerce. 

Will Clean the Sidewalks. 

In his regular monthly report Chief 
Lowry recommended that the heloérs em- 
ployed on the garbege wagons be made 
to ciean up sidewalks in the c.ty while the 
wagons were going to and from the dump- 
ing grounds. This recommendation met 
with great favor by the board and was 
ununimously adopted and will go into ef- 
fect at once. 

Heretofore every tenant has been com- 
pelled to keep the sidewalks clean. When 
the heaith authorities found a sidewalk tn- 
ciean notice was sent to the tenant to clean 
up at once. Umder the new rule the city 
will take charge of this work entirely and 
will not on: save a good deal of money 
for the citizens, but will prove a great 
source of convenierice. 

The committee appointed to investigate 
the expenditures of the department witn 
a view to reducing the same was nvt ready 
to report and asked for longer time, which 
was granted. The committee. has _ held 
several meetings, Dut has as yet found no 
opportunity for any material! reductions, It 
it higmhy prouable, huwever, that it will 
recommend a central crematory,.

Washington, September 30.—Two man- 
damus cases were filed today in the su- 
preme ‘court against Secretary Lyman J.

In the first case 
William H. Wharton, of Jersey City, sets 
up that he was a subscriber for $520 of 
the bonds. He empowered the Produce 
Exchange Trust .Company of New York 
to make the necessary advancements on 
the bonds, holding them as collateral. 
Thereafter Secretary Gage refused to make 
thiy allotment on bonds, on the grounds, it 
is understood, that the subscription was 
not bonafide, but was made in the inter- 
est of a third party.- .

CANADA VOTES FOR PROHIBITION 


Majority for the Measure Will Not 
Exceed 18,000. 

Toronto, Canada, September 30.—The ma- 
jority for prohibition throughout the entire 
dominion will not likely exceed 18,000, All 
the provinces except Quebec voted prohibi- 
tion, Ontario giving a majority of about 
10,000. 

Quebec’s majority against of 40,000 is just 
about offset by the returns from the mari- 
time provinces, while the returns from 
Manitoba, the territories and British: Co- 
lumbia show that the west is in favor of 
prohibition by a majority of 7,000 or 8,000. 

Even the prohibition papers consider the 
majority too small. to influence the govern- 
ment to attempt to enact prohibition legis- 
lation.

The officials 
were greatly impressed wi.h the climate 
here, with the central location and excellent 
railway facilities, and with the locations 
around the city for camping purposes. 
They spoke most favorably of the outlook 
then, and I had no doubt when they left 
what their report would he. 

"From what Secretary Alger told me I 
gained that he also was favorably fmpress- 
ed with the advantages offered by Atlan- 
ta aSa camping site. Wishing to be govern- 
ed by the report of the investigating com- 
mission, he stated he would not allow any 
attention shown him at any place, however 
much he might appreciate it, influence his 
decision as to the lecation of camps. He 
spoke most favorably of Atlanta, and his 
statements leds me to believe that he would 
not hesitate to favor a movement of troops 
fn this direction.

I know for. certain 
(hat the Gepartmeni «.t Washington has al- 
ready asked the department of the gulf in 
Atlanta for an estimate of the cost of 
fixing up the beildings and grounds at 
Piedmont park for camping purposes, 

“I do not think, therefore, there is a par- 
ticle of doubt about Atlanta getting her 
full share of troops. If troops are to be 
sent south at all, certain ic is they will be 
sent here. As Secretary Alger told me it 
would be necessary to send the troops 
south this winter, I do not see a single 
obstacle in the way, and Atlanta commer- 
cial interests may feel highly elated over 
the prospects, as ihere is no doubt that 
with so much money turned l]ooge here, the 
business world will feel a great revival. 

“f! am also informed that several of the 
camps already jocated throughout the south 
are to be enlarged. There is to be a camp 
at Greenville. S. C. The soldiers to be sent 
here will be from Montauk Point. It was at 
thought that General Lee’s corps 
would be sent to Atlanta—thit is, of 
it—but Lee will go to Cuba next month.”

THE CONSOLIDATION OF STATISTICS 
embodied in the report of State School 
Commissioner G. R. Glenn for 1897 has 
been completed by Secretary Woodall, The 
statistics show a decided improvement over 
the schoo! conditions last year and are 
gratifying to the commissioner. 

This feature of the report is extremely 
interesting, and in addition to showing the 
number of white and colored teachers in 
the schools, white and colored children who 
were enrolled and who attended; it shows 
the cost of maintaining the schools, to- 
gether with the total receipts amd expen- 
ditures for the year. 

These statistics show that there has been 
an increase of over one hundred. in the 
teechers in the state, both white and col- 
ored. In 1897 there were 8,306 teachers, as 
against 8,125 in 1896. 

While the enrollment in the schools for 
1896 was greater than in 1897, the average 
attendance during 1897 was considerably 
greater than that of 1896. Showing that 
although not so many children; entered the 
schools at the beginning of the term, a 
greater number attended during the entire 
year. 

The expenses of the county school com- 
missioners for 18yi show a decrease as com- 
pared to the expenses of 1896.

Told the Public Authorities Her Name 
Was Westbrook.

She Was Taken to the Home of Her 
Sister Yesterday Morning. 


THE STORY SHE TOLD WAS A ROMANCE 


It Is Believed, However, That (She Is 
Unfortunate and Much Sym 
thy Is Felt for Her. 


EFFIE SWANN, THE YOUNG LADY 
who gave the name of Violet Westbrook 
Thursday night to the police authorities, 
and who said she had been drugged by an 
un!nown woman near her home in Fayette- 
ville, was yesterday morning taken to her 
home in this city by the officers at the 
barracks. Her name is Effie Swann and she 
is the sister of Mrs. Americus Wilson, and 
resides with her sister and brother-in-law 
on McAfee street ; 

She is a young lady of excellent family 
and until a short time ago lived with her 
parents in Marietta. She came to Atlanta, 
however, for the purpose of visiting her 
sister and has been here for severa] months. 
Despite the fact that Miss Swann gave a 
fictitious name when she was brought to 
the barracks and attempted to keep the 
officers from @iscovering who she was by 
telling a story of how she came to Atlanta 
which is disproved by the facts, she is not 
blamed and it is the opinion of the police 
authorities that she is more unfortunate 
than anything else. 


excellent character and as she is known 
to several of the officers at the barracks 
it is certain that she at times is seized 
with illness which amounts to a temporary 
mental aberration. She is well known in 
the city and there was much sympathy ex- 
pressed for her at the barracks yesterday 
morning when the real facts of the case 
became known. 

Miss Swann at times has fainting spells. 
On such occasions she becomes delirious 
and requires the immediate attention of 
physicians. It was partly for the purpose 
of being treated for this ailment that she 
came to Atlanta to visit her sister. She 
was seized with one of these spells Thurs- 
day afternoon. At the time she was sitting 
in the ice cream parlor in the rear of 


‘Silverman’s store, and she fell at once to 


the floor. 

She became deathly pale and those who 
saw her said that she was shaking as if 
paralyzed. She was taken to the Grady 
hospital, but later was brought to the po- 
lice barracks, it being the opinion of the 
physicians at the hospital that she had 
been drinking. She said that she had taken 
a stimulant because she felt that one of 
her fainting spells was coming over her 
and she wished to keep it off. 

The trouble, however, was caused by the 
story she told. She said that she had been 
living in Fayetteville with her father and 
stepmother, who had not treated her right. 
A few days ago, she said: while returiiing 
from school she was addressed by a wo- 
man dressed in black. A conversation en- 
sued, she said, between them, and in 
which she told the strange woman the 
story of hex life, relating to her the cruelty 
of her stepmother. 

She said that she had mentioned the death 
of her mother and the strange woman had 
expressed a desire fo see the grave. They 
had consequently gone to the cemetery, 
where the girl became ill and the woman 
had poured a red liquid out of a'vial and 
added a white powder, telling the gir) to 
drink, that it would do her good. She drank 
the portion and from that time until she 
found -héerself in the police barracks, the 
girl, who as then known as Violet West- 
brock, remembered nothing. 

Everything possible was done for her 
and yesterday morning several officers 


Effie Swann, of Atlanta. She was at once 
asked if this was her name and at first 
denied, then admitted it. Her brother-in- 
law was notified at onee and the young 
girl was taken to his home on McAfee 
street. where she is now under the atten- 
tion of physicians. 

It is thought that the young lady, who is 
sixteen years of age, gave a fictitious name 
and told a false story in order to save her 
relatives the humiliation of knowing that 
she had been at the police barracks.

IT NOW SEEMS CERTAIN THAT THE 
Seventh army corps, under command of 


General Fitzhugh Lee, which is to be the 
army of occupancy, will leave for Cuba on 


October 20th. 

Major Tucker, one of the paymasters, 
was in the city yesterday and left last 
night for Jacksonville, where he goes 
to assist in the payment of the Seventh 
corps, All the men will be paid today and 
Monday everything will be ready for them 
to leave for Cuba at a moment's notice. 

In spéaking of the matter Major Tucker 
said that although no orders had been 
issued it is now certain that the army of 
occupation would leave the coast of Florida 
on October 2th, and sald that this was 
the definite date. Major Tucker seemed to 
be thoroughly familiar with the situation 
and stated that the day mentioned was 
the déiinite date of embarkation. 

Considerable interest has been attached 
to the departure of the Seventh army 
corps and the date of its embarkation 
has been & matter of surmise. It was 
stated in’ The Constitution several days 
ago that the army would begin to leave 
on October 2th and this statement is 
borne out. 

All the arrangements have been made 
for the early departure cf the troops. 
General Lee has been called to Washing- 
ton for a final conference with the presi- 
dent and the commissary department has 
been busy preparing food for a long stay 
in Cuba. The men will be well fed and 
well cared for in every respect. No de- 
tails of the matter will be known until 
the final orders are issued. by the war 
department, and then the order for em- 
barkation and disposition of the toops 
in Cuba will be announced, It is probable 
that this latter feature will be left al- 
most entirely with the commanding gen- 
eral, he being more familiar with the 
Situation and the topography than any one 
else. That the day of the departure will 
be October 20th there seems to be ‘but 
little doubt, 

Under the present arrangement it is 
likely that a number of regiments of regu- 
lars will go to Cuba ‘and will be followed 
by General Lee’s command.’ This may 
cause it to be some time in November 
before the Seventh army corps gets to 
Cuba, but the start will be made on Oc- 
tober 20th. 

The members of the Seventh army corps 
have been camped at Jacksonville for sev- 
eral months walting for orders to embark 
for Cuba and the signal for departure 
will be the signal for a change of scene 
and will douptless be received with delight. 
The men are in fine trim and are thor- 
oughly disciplined. 

The movement of the Seventh corps 
means the garrisoning of |mportant Cuban 
cities and towns.

SAYS A LADY WAS INSULTED 


Richmond Was Arrested and Carried 
to the Police Barracks. 


RECORDER TO INVESTIGATE THE CASE 


Richmond Is a Very Popular Young 
Man and His Friends Say He 
Was intoxicated. 


FOR. MAKING AN ALLEGED AT- 
tempt to insult a young lady William H. 
Richmond, a young man well known in the 
city, was knocked down on Peachtree 
street last night shortly after 7 o'clock. 
Later he was arrested and brought to the 
police barracks, where the charge of drunk 
and disorderly was entered against him. 
He was assigned to a cell, and spent the 
night jin the barracks. 

The assailant of Richmond, Mr. W. M. 
Scott, the real estate: man, says he was 
indignant when he saw the young man 
attempt to insult the young lady, and took 


heroic measures to save her. Who the 
young lady was is a mystery. Her name, 
is known neither to Mr. Scott nor to the} 
police authorities, and she will not appear | 
this afternoon before the recorder to tell | 
her connection with the affair. 

The arrest was made by Bicycle Officer 
A. B. Wright, to whom Mr. Scott reported 
the affair, and when the officer reached the 
barracks with this prisoner, Richmond was 
groggy with whisky: There was blood on 
his face and thead, which’ was flowing from 
an ugly, although not dangerous, wound in 
his head. This wound was received when 
young’ Richmond was knocked down, 

Witnesses of the affair say that Rich- 
mond had made séveral attempts to insult 
ladies on Peachtree street. He was run- 
ning against people and in other ways 
causing disturbances. This was seen by 
Mr. Scott, who was walking directly be- 
hind the young man. A young lady, ac- 
companied by a little boy, was seen coming 
toward the city, near the corner of Cain 
and Peachtree streets, and Mr. Scott quick- 
ened his pace in order to assist in case 
Richmond attempted to:ru,: against her. 

It is said- that when he reached her he 
threw his head in her direction and then 
attempted to put his arm around her waist. 
Mr. Scott observed this, and was at the 
side of the young lady a moment later. He 
struck Richmond with his fist in the face, 
and» the young man fell backward. Mr. 
Scott stood over him, but he did not at- 
tempt to rise, and the crowd began at once 
to gather. The young lady and the small 
boy seized the opportunity to escape, and 
passed on. | 

The last seen of them was when they 


were walking rapidly up the street. No 


one attempted to follow them, and their} 


names are unknown to those who witnessed 
the difficulty. Seeing that Richmond in- 
tended making no resistamce, Mr. Scott 
went in search of an officer, and in a short 
time found Officer Wright. 

He stated the case, and the officer re- 
turned to the scene of the difficulty with 
Mr. Scott. Richmond, however, has disap- 
peared, but Wright found him within a 
short time. Mr. Scott last night made the 
following statement in regard to the 
affair: 

“I do not know the young man, and never 
saw him before in my life. I was on my 
way to supper temight and noticed that he 
was very disorderly in his conduct. When 
he attempted to insult this young lady with 
the little boy I went to her assistance, as 
any one would have done, and knocked him 
down. I do not know the’name of the 
young lady. It was enough for me that the 
young man was attempting to insult her, 
and I did my duty.’’

However, with 
the ending of our own internal affairs, 
attention- was again directed to what was 
going on*in Mexico against the avowed 
wishes and policy of the American gov- 
ernment, 

At that point Napoleon and Eugenie 
were Qazzling the world with the splen- 
dors of the court of the second empire, A 
great number of our own people from all 
sections of the country were residing in 
Paris, to which city it was jokingly said 


‘“all good Americane wanted to go after 


death.’’. Americans were in evidence at 
all the brilliant fetes of the empire. The 
elegance of their residences, the lavish ex- 
penditure of money and the brilliancy and 
fascination of the women from this side 
of the Atlantic made our country people 
important social factors.
